The attention of naturalized Australian citizens re- 
sident in Israel is drawn to Section 20 of the Nationality 
and Citizenship Act 1948 which provides that an Aus- 
tralian citizen by registration or naturalization shall 
cease to be an Australian citizen if he resides outside 
Australia and New Guinea continuously for seven years 
unless he gives notice annually of his intention to retain 
his citizenship.
